There  is  a private  Nursing  Association  at  Denaby 
Main  in  connection  with  the  Fullerton  Hospital  which 
covers  most  of  the  Urban  District. 

A Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  Centre,  School 
Nursing,  and  Sun  Ray  treatment  is  provided  by  the 
County  Council, 

The  Council  are  a constituent  Authority  of  the 
Doncaster  and  Mexborough  Joint  Hospital  Board,  The 
Hospital  is  situated  in  the  Urban  District  and  receives 
cases  of  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  Fever  and 
Cerebro  Spinal  Fever,  The  Board  have  also  a Small  -Pox 
Hospital , 

Motor  Ambulances  are  provided  by  the  Board  for  the 
conveyance  of  Infectious  patients  to  Hospital, 

A Motor  Ambulance  is  also  provided  by  the  Local 
Authority  for  the  removal  of  accident  and  other  cases, 
but  this  service  has  been  terminated  during  the  year 
owing  to  the  provision  of  an  /tmbulance  Service  by  the 
County  Council, 

A Mortuary  is  provided  at  the  Council  Offices  by 
the  Local  Authority. 

ADOPTIVE  ACTS,  BYELAVJS  AND  REGULATIONS. 

By  the  Conisbrough  (Constitution  of  Urban  District 
and  Division  into  Wards)  Order  1920,  the  Infectious 
Diseases  (Prevention)  Act  1890,  and  the  Baths  and  Wash- 
houses Acts  1864  to  1869  were  declared  to  be  in  force 
in  the  Urban  District. 

Part  III  of  the  Public  Health  Acts  (Amendment) 

Act  1890  has  been  adopted- and  came  into  force  on  the 
1st  May,  1922. 

Part  II,  IV  and  X of  the  Public  Health  Acts 
(Amendment)  Act  1907  have  been  adopted  and  came  into 
force  on  the  1st  May,  1922. 

Part  II  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1925,  has  been 
ad opted . 

Certain  sections  of  the  above  have  been  repealed 
by  the  Public  Health  Act  1936. 

By  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  dated  8th 
September,  1924,  Byelaws  with  respect  to  New  Streets 
came  into  operation  in  the  Urban  District,  By  Order  of 
the  Minister  of  Health  dated  30th  December,  1939,  new 
Building  Byelaws  came  into  operation. 

By  Order  of  the  Minister  of  Health  dated  27th  June, 
1930,  Byelav/s  with  respect  to  Recreation  Grounds  became 
operative ,

Milk  Supply. 

During  the  year  an  inspection  has  been  made 
of  the  CowS;,  Cov;sheds,  Dairies  and  Dairymen,  together 
with  the  Retail  Sellers,  and  the  shops  and  vans  selling 
pasteurised  bottled  milk.  , 

There  is  only  one  producer  in  the  district 
with  an  average  dally  sale  of  8 gallons  from  4 cows, 

210  gallons  are  produced  and  sold  daily  from  outside 
districts ^ All  the  cows  in  the  Urban  District  were 
found  healthy  and  in  good  condition.  The  cowshed  is 
convenient  for  cleaning,  while  dairy  utensils  are  well 
kept. 

• There  are  36  retail  purveyors  of  milk  in  the 

district  with  a total  dally  supply  of  676  gallons  or 
5408  pints  daily,  . - 

There  are  five  separate  wholesale  purveyors 
of  pasteurised  bottled  milk  coming  Into  the  district  and 
their  average  sales  amount  to  3670  pints  or  458  gallons 
daily. 

The  Doncaster  Go-operative  Society  from  their 
Conlsbrough  shop- send  out  an  average  of  400  pint  bottles 
■daily,  and  the  Denaby  .Co-operative  Society  1488  pint 
bottles  daily.

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INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 


Diiring  the  year  561  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases 
were  notified  excluding  cases  of  Tuberculosis,  This  is 
much  higher  than  last  year  owing  to  the  increase  of 
453  cases  of  Measles, 

Scarlet  Fever, 

65  cases  were  notified  with  one  death,  an  increase 
on  last  year’s  total  of  55, 

Diphtheria . 

S6  cases  v/ere  notified  with  one  death,  the  number 
of  cases  last  year  was  44. 

Wlio  op  1 ng  C ough . 

5 cases  were  notified  without  fatal  result,  an 
improvement  on  last  year’s  total  of  13. 

Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis. 

A slight  epidemic  of  Diarrhoea  and  Enteritis  occurred 
during  the  Autumn  which  resulted  in  6 deaths. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia.  2 cases  were  notified,  but  no  deaths 
occurred . 

Erysipelas . 3 cases  were  notified  without  fatal  result. 

Pneumonia.  2 cases  only  were  notified,  but  there  were  12 
deaths,  which  shows  that  all  cases  of  Pneumonia  had  not 
been  notified. 

Gerebro  Spinal  Fever . 6 cases  were  notified,  and  there 

weFe  2 deathi  r ' " 

Measles.  453  cases  were  notified  during  the  summer,  and 
there  were  4 deaths. 

Scabies  was  not  so  prevalent  as  formerly,  the  number  of 
cases  had  dwindled  considerably  during  the  year. 

Tuberculosis.  9 new  cases  were  notified,  8 respiratory 
and  1 non-re spl rat ory . There  were  9 deaths,  7 respiratory 
and  2 non-respiratory,  all  males. 
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Cancer 


There  wore  22  deaths  from  Cancer,  13  males  and 
9 females,  2 less  than  last  year’s  total.  There  are 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  this  disease  at  the 
Radium  Centre  at  Sheffield  Royal > Inf irmary  and  the. 
Doncaster  Royal  Infirmary,
